3  SECTION  1.  SHORT  TITLE. 

4  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  "Medicaid  Safety  Net 

5  Hospital  Preservation  Act  of  2000". 
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5C.  2.  FREEZmC  MEDICAID  DSH  ALLOTMENTS  FOR  FIS- 
CAL YEARS  2001  AND  2002  AT  LEVELS  FOR 
FISCAL  YEAR  2000. 

Section  1923(f)(2)  of  the  Social  Security  Act  (42 
.S.C.  1396r-4(f)(2))  is  amended— 

(1)  by  striking  "fiscal  year  2002"  and  inserting 
"fiscal  year  2000"; 

(2)  by  inserting  "(and  the  DSH  allotment  for 
a  State  for  fiscal  year  2001  and  for  fiscal  year  2002 
is  the  same  as  the  DSH  allotment  for  the  State  for 
fiscal  year  2000  as  determined  under  the  following 
table)";  and 

(3)  by  striking  the  columns  in  the  table  relating 
to  FY  01  and  FY  02  (fiscal  years  2001  and  2002). 
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
